WAR NEWS. 


WEDNESDAY'S BITldMABY 

There baa been no aeriooe fi^jhking on the 
Liaotang Peninenla. The Baseiaoa, who 
for twp or three weeka have been reaching 
•oath along the railway toward Fort Arth¬ 
ur, have lately shown inoreaeed aotivitVt 
and the Japanese have evidently come to 
the ooDoiasioo that vigorous measures are 
oeoesaary to check the movement. The 
lurtbest north post on the railway held by 
Japan was at Pulantien, some 30 miles 
north of Kinchow, where the big battle 
that followed the Japanese advance upon 
Pott Arthur took place. Polantien is 
almost due west of Pitsewc, the port at 
which the Japanese landed. The Rassians 
held, as their most southerly post on the 
railway, the village of Vafaogow, and here 
they bad apparently a rather strong posi¬ 
tion. On .Saturday last the Japanese 
made a demoostration intended to disclose 
the liovaian strength and skirmishing con¬ 
tinued on Sunday. General Kuropatpin 
reports to Emperor Nicholas that on Mon¬ 
day morning two Japanese divisions be¬ 
gan to advance against the lines at Vafan- 
gow and by night had ocenpied a number 
of Tillages formerly in Russian possession. 

The last despatch in the series sent last 
night refers to the continuation of the 
advance yesterday} It states that the 
Japanese iMgan to attack the Russian left 
flank in force, and that by 1.4U the offair 
had reached the proportions of a general 
engagement. The Russian official state¬ 
ment claims that the Czar's troops retaic- 
ed their position although they bad sufler- 
ed severe losses. Among the causalties re¬ 
ported is the wounding of a general and 
the death of a oolonel. When particulars 
come in they will probably show that the 
Kussians were driven back from their 
advanced poets with great loss. 

Unless they speedily retreat up the 
railway to Haicheng, where the left flank 
of Kuropatkin's chief army lies entrenched 
the Russians on the Liaotung will be 
crushed. Despatches from many ({uarterrs 
show that the Japanese from Takuthan 
and Siuyen are marening across country 
to out the railway army now under attack 
atVafangow. The strength of this force 
cannot be more than 12.000 or 14,000 men, 
and tha Japanese are in far greater num¬ 
bers. The operations look like a concerted 
movements, in which Kuroki from the 
north, and Oku from the south, are join- 
iog to out ofl the Russians now on the 
Liaotung, between Kinchow and Haicheng. 
Severe figbtling most inevitably result, 
because Eurepatkin most try to rescue bis 
detached force by an advance from liai* 
Cheng. 

THURSDAY’S SUMMARY. 

For the moment, land movements are of 
secondary importance and the world waits 
eargerly for authentic nows of the operat¬ 
ions of the Vladivobtok tquadron in the 
Straits of Corea. Uut^sia proposes after 
all to challenge Japan’s command of the 
sea, and as victory in this titanic struggle 
of the Musoovite and Jap most ultimately 
rest with the power that can move freely 
and transport her armies safety by water 
the naval devtlopments are of the higlie*>t 
imporianoe. What, for example, would be 
the fate of the 200,0U4J Japanose soldiers on 
the Asian mainland were Russia to destroy 
Japan’s fleet and prevent the free paensge 
of transport ? 

Admiral Skrydlufl has come out of Vladi¬ 
vostok to efleot a juootion, if possible, with 
the Port Arthur squadron. The channel 
I at Pori Atibhr is already partly cleared of 
the Japanese obstructions, for on Tuesday 
Togo reports that the cruiser NoVik sallied 
out and gave chase to his torpedo boats. 
The Novik IS ooly a 3,000 ton cruiser but 
I if she cau sail over or around the sunken 
I Japanese ships a few more charges of 
dynamite will enable the bAttlesbips to 
emerge.

Tbe natural inference from 
tbe attending oiroumstances is Ibat some 
rende;rvons is appointed in tbe open sea at 
which tbe Port Arthur and Vladivostok 
eqnadroDS are to unite. Neither one of 
them is a match for tbe Japanese lleet. 
Combined they might put up a very for¬ 
midable tight. If we are to believe tbe 
statement that all tbe ships in Port Arthur 
have been repaired eroept tbe Pallada, the 
united Russian fleet would consist of live 
battleships and eigtit armored cruisers, so 
that if they could all be gathered together 
she would bo able to crush the Russians. 
It must be remembered, however, that she 
has many transports and ports to guard, 
and is likely to detaub small squadrons 
here and there to prevent such raids as 
that of the Vladivostok rquadron in tbe 
straits yesterday. The sinking of a trans¬ 
port or two would mean a terrible less of 
life and do much to equalize the positions 
of tbe combatants. 

The effect of the presence of Russian 
ships olf the coast of Japan will be seen in 
renewed efforts to end the uncertainty at 
Port Arthur. If Togo can hold the ships 
now there in port nutil the city is taken, 
the squadron will be blown up by the 
Russiaua themselves, and be will be free 
to deal with tbe Vladivostok menace. We 
look, iberefore, for tbe strictest blockade at 
Port Arthur, and an assault upon the 
Russian positions within a few days. 

On the northern part of tbe Liaotung 
Peninsula lighting continues near V'afan- 
gow, and tbe Russians appear to be hold¬ 
ing their lines stubbornly. A late des¬ 
patch places their caenalties on Tuesday a< 
408. The struggle was renewed yesterday, 
with what result is not known, although 
UDodicial reports say the Ruseiana were 
routed with a loss of a thousand men and 
many guus. 


MAN FROM MANITOULIN. 

R. R. Gamey, the member for Maoi- 
toulin, addresBou a throng of about 2,000 
people at tbe Driving Park, Napanee, 
on Friday afternoon.

Owing to the sxoeptionol rigors of 
of ths post winter along Bsf&hland 
and labrador, tho polar bears have 
had to Wander oR among 
the Ice Roes in greater numbers than 
usual In quest of the seals upon 
•Which they chiefly feed, and tho crows 
of the Newfoundland sealing fleet, 
just back from their annual hunt, 
tell many etoriee of encounters with 
these monetors writes a St. John's, 
Newfoundland, correspondent. 

When he is well fed the polar bear 
is easily worsted, but if hungry ho 
fights with fur>'. Hence, encounters 
with bears are not sought, unless 
riflemen are included in the party; 
but Bottietimcs there is no alternative 
This season, on one occasion, seven 
men armed only with seal clubs had 
to light an old male hear. 

One man thotight he saw a seal l>e- 
hlnd a hunjmock and started off af¬ 
ter it, a second following him. Just 
us the flrst topped the hummock he 
raised his club and struck, when to 
his horror he found ho had hit a pol¬ 
ar bear over tho snout. The boar 
turned on him with an angry growl 
and would have dismembered him 
with a single stroke, when the second 
man got in and hit him on tho snout 
also. This blow half stunned him 
and he fell backward into a small 
bole of water. 

Still, thou^ da/ed, ho struggled to 
get out. apd so there was nothing

AEKATION AND COALING OF 
MILK. 

COOLING ESSENTIAL IN 
SUMMER. 

AERATION OF QUESTIONABLE 
. VALUE. 


By aeration of milk wo understand 
the ex'josing of milk to air, or the 
forcing of air into milk, said Prof. 
D.'.ui of the Ontario Agricultural 
College, at iho conference of dairy 
experts held at the Department of 
Agr’cultural, Octawa, last fall. The 
theory of the practice is that the oxy 
gpii ot the air nurilies or improves the 
milk, and at liie same time gases or 
volatile oils whicli are in the milk, are 
enabled to pas.s away. If tbo air to 
whicli the milk is exposed or which is 
foiced into fho milk be perfectly pure, 
tJie result will undoubtedly be an 
improvement in the flavor and physi¬ 
cal (juality of tbo milk. The experi¬ 
ments at tho College have not shown 
any advantages from aerating milk. 
Piobably the conditions there so far as 
ft'oding the cows and caring for the 
milk are concerned, are better than 
tho^e of the f verage farm. The faim- 
oi may be compelled to feed his cows 
in .such a way, or the cows themselves 
selves may get such feed, that aeration 
of the milk would be an advantage. 

Aeration in tub launyard— In 
many cases, however, the air is not 
pure, and often us much harm as good 
is done. Instructor Publow lias 
mentioned that fifty per cent of the 
cans ill Eastern Ontario are left in the 
barnyard. Aerating milk in the barn- 
oard is one cf the worst things a man 
could possibly do. We have milked 
our cows in tho yard, which is kept a 
good deal cleaner than the average 
barnyard. We have put the aerator 
outside the fence, raUked the cows and 
have let the milk run" down over the 
aerator. The result was that we got 
some of the worst milk we could 
possibly have. Unless the air be pure, 
it would be better to cool the milk 
with as little aeration as possible. 

Cooling miik f.ir the cheese 
FACTORY. —Cooling of milk is a most 
important point. The advantage of 
ccoling is that it prevents the growth 
of bacteria or organisms which are

ant to develop bad flavors 'n the milk. I 
There are two ways of cooling milk.; 
One is by the maximum of exposure 
•o the air, and the other by the mini¬ 
mum of exposure to the air. The, 
first method, tlie use of such a cooler 
sa the Star or Champion, will cool 
milk rapidly, whicli is a decided 
advantage. A disadvantage is that; 
one must have water elevated or under , 
pressure in order to use the ordinary I 
cooler, and a great many farmers have! 
not such a water supply. A second 
disadvantage is the labor of lifting the 
milk up to the cooler, and of washing 
the cooler afterwards. The majority 
of farmers will not undergo the labor 
necessary to do this work properly. 
To lift the milk up. let it run over the 
cooler, and afterwards wash the cooler, 
is more than the average man will do. 
Then there is the difficulty that hy 
using%uch a cooler, the milk is large¬ 
ly exposed to tho air and the same 
risk is run as in the use of the aerator. 
Any form of cooler, which cools the 
milk rapidly exposes it largely to the 
air. And while this gives an 
opportunity for the gases aud volatile 
oils to pass away, impuritita are apt 
to be absorbed. To overcome this 
difficulty various devices have been 
suggested to cool the milk under cover. 
Probably ihe best plan is to set the 
cans of milk in tanks of water. Rim¬ 
ing, at a temperature of 40 to 50 
degrees gives the ideal conditions. 
Where it is not obtainable ice will be 
necessary to get the milk properly cool¬ 
ed. In that case tho milk should bt 
sufficiently stirred while cooling to 
bring the cool milk from the outside 
of the can to the centre, and so facili- 
tats the rapid ccoling of the milk with 
a minimun of exposure to the a r. 
Milk for factory work should be cool- 
ed to a temperature at least below 70 
degrees, to 00 degrees if possible. 
Where the milk is paid for by the fat 
content, the owner is assured of better 
and more uniform tests if he will stir 
the milk and keep the cream from 
rising.

SHOOTING STARS. 


They .\ro Simply Fnlilntr IHasnea of 
Slony or Metnilic Matter. 

Falling stars are ma.sses of stony or 
metallic matter which, moving freely 
tliroiigb space, approach so near to the 
earth ;i.s to penetrate and traverse the 
upper regions of our atmo.‘<phere. Rais¬ 
ed to Avlilte heat by friction with the 
air, owing to their imraen.se velocity, 
which averages thirty-five miles a sec¬ 
ond, they become luminous and often 
leave a trail of light. 

Several well defined groups or 
Bvi'arms of these bodies revolve around 
the sun In elliptic orbits, which are 
periodically encountered by the earth. 
Such are the. Lyrids (April 19-22), the 
Leonids (Nov. 14-10) and Andromedids 
(Nov. 2.3-24), so called because they 
seem to radiate from n point within 
the constellations after which they are 
respectively named. 

It Is computed that no fewer than 
twenty millions of these bodies enter 
the earth’s atmosphere dally, each one 
of which, under favorable conditions,

MODERN SPIRITUALISM. 


It Dates Only From tlio Middle of 
the Lnsl Century. 

Some forms of splrltunlism hnve hnd 
followers from remote niitlfiiiily. In 
the Levltical Inw we lliul the Injunc¬ 
tion, “Thou Hlnilt not snlTer a witch to 
live," and throuKhoiit Old Testament 
history there are frequent references 
to this subject, while tlemous, pytJion- 
e.ssos, sibyl.'i, auKura and soothsayers 
have their places in the secular annals 
of mankind. 

In Its modern form splritnajism 
dates only from the forty-eighth year 
of the last century, when, at the house 
of a farmer of Ilydesvllle, In the state 
of Now York, the spirit of a peddler 
who hnd been murdered there some 
live years previously wa?i said to pro¬ 
duce certain unaccountable rnppings 
and disturbances In the room occupied 
by little daiigliters of the house. 

An Investigation by tlio neighbor¬ 
hood followe«l, and, to quote the word.s 
used by Farrar in his pamphlet on the 
Bubject, “It soon became evident that 
an organized attempt was being made 
by the denizens of tlio spirit world to 
establish a method of communication 
with mankind.” 

From that time spiritualism spread 
rapidly, and by the year 1871 the nniii- 
ber of Its supporters was variously 
reekoned at from 8,000,000 to 11,- 
000,000.

Creek, Councillor Keecb recomtnded 
iliat ilie contiact between the repre* 
tEcntatives of the two councils, having 
reference to this bridge le read. Thi.s 
was done by Councillor Marlin. 
Councillors Spoor and Pringle made a 
few remarks concerning ilio circum- 
.-taLces which ltd up to the making of 
this agreement. The latter stated 
that no contract was over entered into 
between Contractor McGrath and him¬ 
self. Whitman Creek bridge was to 
be built under the same regulation.s as 
governed the building of the Petworth 
bridge, and when he inspected the 
former bridge he considend it a good 
job. 

Councillor Keech stated that he had 
no hesitation in saying that the work 
on tlie liridge was in hi^ opinion and 
that of the other members of tiiC com¬ 
mittee who had inspected the work, no 
gcod. Ue considered that the main 
fault lay in the quality of the sand 
used in the concrete. He did not 
hink that the frost bad anything to 
do w’ith the injury of iho bridge 
Ccuncrllor.s Spoor and Pringle cited 
in.'^tancts of other couciote works in 
the city of Kingston which had been 
dtiinaged by die severe frost of the 
past winter.

Homething ought to be done at once to 
reuudy its condition. 

Councillor Sproule said ho cJDsider. 
ed that when tho temperature was 
many degrees below zero, for such a 
length of lime as was the case last 
winter, it was enough to inj ire any 
concrete. If the joint committee order¬ 
ed the contractor to go on with the 
concrete work, and if Councillor 
Pringle who was appointed 10 inspect 
the work pronounc-.d it tatiufactory, 
then he considered that tho counties 
should pay for the work. Councillor 
Pringle said that the committee had 
urged him to go 00 with the work. 

Councillor Ketch wanted to know 
whelhtr Councillor Pringle had notiliod 
tho otwr members of the commiiiee 
previous to the joint meeting on 
January 7th last, that the work had 
been inspected, approved, and paid for 
by him pievioua to that date. The 
minutes of tho joint meeting held on 
Jaiiimry 7th, at Colebrook, were read 
by CouncilUr Martin and showed no 
.such Lotilicaiioa. Oj the contrary 
Councillors Martin and Pringle were 
at that meeting crder> d to measure the 
concrete on the work iu question. 
Co'-’uciilor Milling expressed bis 
opinion that the work was a failure 
from the foundation, and if the frost 
had injured the work, tlie contractor 
should not have delayed tho work un¬ 
til so lute in the season. He also held 
that the approaches to this bridge 
were of a poor quality. Councillor 
Pringle claimed that the committee 
had used their lest judgment in the 
matter. 

VS'arden Stoness wante^l to know 
whether Councillor Pringle had been 
given power by the joint committee to 
inspect tho job. Councillor Spoor 
Mtated that such liad been the case and 
that Councillor Pringle had been given 
that power and that the county of 
Lennox W..8 a.s responsible in the 
matter as was the county of Prontenac. 

Councillor Paul favored the appoint¬ 
ment of a responsible man to inspect 
the job and the county councils should 
then abide by his decision as to the 
quality of the work done. If tho work 
done by the contractor is satisfactory, 
the contractor must be paid, and if the 
work done is not satisfactory tlie coun* 
cils will have grounds for action 
against the contractor. If the con* 
tractor can prove that he used the 
proper material in the construction of 
the bridge the committee has no 
ground for action against him. He 
held that no blame could be attached 
to Mr. Priugle or any other members 
of the committee. 

Warden Stoness said that if they 
considered that Councillor Pi ingle has 
been deceived by the contratMor, if 
this could be proved, the committee 
had ground lor action against him on 
a charge of breach of contract. Coun* 
cillor Kerch stated there was no writ* 
ten agreement between the con'ractor 
and the committee. Warden Paul 
claimed that ii Frontenac county com¬ 
mittee had not looked after the work 
on the bridge in question as agreed 
Frontenac cougcU should shoulder the 
responsibility, and attempt to com. 
promise with the county of Lennox. 
Councillor John Cox claimed that both 
committees were equally responsible 
iu the matter. 

At this stage there was some talk of 
compromise, but ^he cooncilloys of 
Leunox and Addington considered 
such a settlement was not adTisable.

CATS SFRXAl) XnSZASX. 

From Infsetod Animstli Car- 
risd Diphthoria. 

London, England, madical odfBoers 
of health have been investigating the 
danger of disease which is spread by 
domestic pets. This danger they re¬ 
gard as very serious, and an active 
campaign in the near future is re¬ 
garded as a pressing necessity. 

The wandering cat is the greatest 
source of danger in London. Its evil 
work as a disease-carrier has been 
made a subject of special stiKlv, and 
a few months ago Dr. A. W. Martin, 
the Medical Officer of Health for 
Qorton, an outlying district of Man¬ 
chester, publiimes a paper on this 
question in Punlic IJcaltb, in which 
ho suggested that tho great increase 
of diphtheria in I.>ondon was due to 
the disease being conveyed by fleas 
from infected animals. 

He shows that pigeons and fowls 
suffer from a form of diphtheria, and 
are infested w'ith fleas. He further 
shows that the cats of the neighbor¬ 
hood congregate wherever there is a 
pigeon cote or fowl i-un. 

From this he deduces that cats 
bring tho infected fleas from the 
birds into the houses, and thus 
spread the disease. 

An experiment with a cat showed 
that In four nights it deposited 248 
fieas' eggs on tho spot where it lay 
in tho house. 

Then Dr. Martin proceeds to show 
how children are especially liable to 
contract diphtheria in this way. 
Under one year of age, tho child is 
nearly always in the arms or tho 
cradle; from one to two it is crawl¬ 
ing on tho floor and th/c rug; and 
from that age until it goes to school, 
it is playing with or nursing tho 
cat. 

Thus, the children become infected, 
contract diseases, and, in turn, 
spread them. The enormous increase 
of diphtheria in recent years is put 
downM^ this thcon .

He is BOW wholly in the han<U, by 
His own voluntary will and lAtbo 
will of Hia Father/ of tboee 
for the time being seem to be Tos- 
sessed by demons. Vcrec* 10 to 20, 
the section between tho last lesson 
and this one, begin and end with 
the words, "And the soldlera led 
Him away, • • • led Him out to 
crucify Him." Between these two sen¬ 
tences comes all the history of Jesus 
in the hands of tho soldiers, the 
mocking, the smiting, the spitting, 
the crowning with;thorns. But who 
can describe it? Who over heard of a 
prisoner, even though Justly condem¬ 
ned to die, subjected to such in¬ 
human treatment? 

Hut it was all foreseen and written 
by tho prophets : "They gaped upon 
me with their mouths, as a ravening 
and a roaring lion, for dogs have 
compassed 1tne, the assembly of the 
wicked have inclosed me.” "Reproach 
hath broken my heart, I am full of 
heaviness." (Fs. aAi, 18* 

20 ). % 

In John xU, 17, it Is written. 
"And He, bearing His cross, went 
forth." It would appear that Jes¬ 
us Himself boro His own cross as 
they started forth for Calvary, but 
for some reason they laid hold upon 
this Simon, u Cyrenian, and com¬ 
pelled him to bear the cross, either 
wholly or in part, after Jesus (Luke 
xxlii, 26). Consider the physical 
condition of our Lord after the 
agony and bloody sweat of Gethse- 
mane, tho long night of mocking and 
buffeting, the merciless scourging and 
all that He afterward suffered at tho 
hands of the soldiers, and was it 
not a wonder that He could stand at 
all, mUch less walk or bear His 
cross? 

No other mortal ever did or can 
enjoy the privilege of this Simon, 
but where was Simon Peter, who 
said ho would die with Him rather 
than deny Him? He is not ready, 
and this apparently unfortunate but 
truly blessed African has the honor. 
Consider Rom. xvl, 13; Acts xi, 20; 
xiii, 1, and tho possible connection 
with this event. Mathew, Mark and 
John call the place where Ho was 
crucified Golgotha, while Luke calls 
it Calvary, which is the Greek equi¬ 
valent and has tho same signification 
"tho place of a skull." 

Only Luke mentions the fact that 
a great company of people and of 
w’omen followed Him out of the city, 
bewailing and lamenting Him, and 
that Ho turned and spoke to the 
women, telling them that they had 
more cause to weep for thouisclvcs 
and for their children than for Him 
because of the judgments that w’ould 
come on tho city. It is also in 
Luke only that we find that tho two 
malefactors were led in the proces¬ 
sion with Him (Luke xxiii, 27-32.) 

It is w’litten in Ps. Ixix, 21, "They 
gave Me also gall for My meat, and 
in My thirst they gave Me vinegar 
to drink." This also was fulfilled. 
If this was a stupefying potion mer¬ 
cifully given to lessen the sufferings, 
it is manifest that Jesus would take 
nothing to lighten in any way that 
which Ho camo to endure, "And 
when they had crucified Him." 

Who cun tell the agony contained 
In that sentence? It was the most 
ignominious and painful punishment 
known. The anguish caused by the 
nails tearing through nerves and 
tendons, tho inflamation caused by 
tho exposure of these wounds to the 
air, the violent pain from the least 
motion—all cau.scd inexpressible 
misery from which there was no re¬ 
laxation or rest till death ensued. 
Another Scripture was fulfilled,

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THE AMATEUR NURSE. 

Alihoigh this is decidedly the age 
of tho trained nurse, there are thou¬ 
sands of families who take care of 
relatives and friends through overy 
sort of illness, from whooping oough 
to tyi>hoid, and there arc so many 
things that the hone nurse can do 
to make a patient comfortable, and 
to keep a sick room wholesome with¬ 
out any special tiouble or expense, 
and with jvet a little knowledge of 
simple facts that it seems important 
to talk about thcfe things as often 
as possible, so that the untrained 
woman who are devoutedly kind and 
untiringly patient may also know 
how to prove themselves capable 
and really useful. 

In the first place, if you are .un- 
exi>e(todly c,alled upon, say, to care 
for a member of the family suddenly 
taken down with scarlet fever, you 
must not only nurse your patient, 
but guard members of your family 
from contagion, n/nd you must start 
doing tic right things at the very 
beginning. 

Clcun out your sick room, at the 
start. Send away all draperies, car¬ 
pets and curtains that will not 
wash; put awny useless bric-n-brac 
and upholstered furniture; and clean 
out all books. Have pretty, fresli 
irrned white lawn curtains at tho 
w’indows, a few jars for fle wers, and 
anything else that is cheerful, and 
not r.n abiding place for disease 
germs. Got a good sized screen, so 
that you can have plenty of clear 
air, without draights, and see to it 
that there is a washable or old rug 
by the hed, plenty of pillows and 
neat bedding. 

With a room made easy to clean 
and disinfect, next turn your atten¬ 
tion to your dress. It must be cot¬ 
ton, anci plain, as much after the 
fashion of a nurse’s uniform as you 
con quickly and conveniently put to¬ 
gether—that is, short skirt, white 
aprons, and a cap, if your hair is 
at all oily and likely to hold germs. 
In any case, covered hair is a wise 
preentition. Wear noiseless slippers, 
no clinking watch chains and no jew¬ 
ellery. 

If you want a simple antiseptic for 
use all through the sick room, get 
some pure borax the first day. Take 
a quart of warm water and put in¬ 
to it as much .borax as it will hold 
in solution, and use the solution, a 
half cup to a gallon of water, for 
all disinfecting and washing. Wash 
the wcxjdwork. furniture and floor 
with this water, all dresses before 
they are sent to the laundry, and 
dip all bedding and clothing in it be¬ 
fore sending them to the laundry. A 
weak solution of tho original solu¬ 
tion is excellent for bathing the pa¬ 
tient and for a daily mouth wash. It

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A CHINESE BOY HERO. 

After days of bombardment in the 
legation at I’ekin, there was a cell 
for voluntoors to take a message to 
Tien-teln and make known to the 
gathering armies the situation in 
Pekin.

others had returned, saying they 
could not get through l|u> lines of 
the Boxers. A Chinese boy volun¬ 
teered. 

On July 4 he was led to the top of 
the city w’all. As it hos lieen plan¬ 
ned that he should go as a l>eggar, 
he had been dressed in rags and tat¬ 
ters, and provided with a large, 
coarse bowl, such ns the native beg¬ 
gars carrj'. 'Fbe precious message, 
written very small, was v.rapiJcd in 
oil paper, placed in the bottom of 
the bow'l and covere^l with porridge. 
Even the most wily Boxer would 
hardly think to look there, and the 
boy had felt no concern about it un¬ 
til he had iiearo:! the boltoin of the 
wall. Then his bowl struck against 
some projecting bricks and broke to 
pieces! 

Ho could not call bock to his 
friends, for fear of rousing aomo 
sleepins enemy. So he carcfiilly fish¬ 
ed out the tiny parcel from tho por- 
j'idge, removed the oil })aper and. 
tearing a little piece from his ragged 
garment, wrapped it. \^ith the tiny 
note inside, arotind hi.s finger, as if 
it were sore. Later ho ripped tho 
hem of* his garment nnti slipped the 
note into it. t 

Before long the Boxers hailed and 
searched him, but. finding nothing, 
they said : "I*et the little beggar 

His progress was slow, but always 
in the direction of Tientsin. Kind- 
hearted native women gav’e him food, 
•and he slept under the stnYs. All 
went well until, when about half 
way on his journey, he stopped at a 
farm-house to ask for food. Now here 
dwelt a man whose farm hands had 
all left him and joined the Boxers; 
therefore he forced the boy to stay 
and work for eight days. 

By refusing to slay or by running 
away, the boy feared that he would 
excite suspicion; but while he was 
working he was thinking how to es¬ 
cape without appearing loo anxious 
to go.

I can’t 
afford to have vou die on my hands. 
That man would have been surprised 
if he could have seen how briskly 
his Inv’alid walked when some dis¬ 
tance from ^hft house. 

The boy reached Tientsin to find it 
a scene of rgeent battle, with soldiers 
of the united nationalities standing 
guard everywhere. He wandered 
about for two or three days before 
he could get through the lines. He 
could not step up to the soldiers and 
say : "I have a message for your 
general." for they would not under¬ 
stand his language; but he finally su¬ 
cceeded in getting thfwjugh, and he 
delivered the message to the British 
consul on July 22.

WRECKED LIFE ENDED. 

“Mad Mack,“ Bohemian Figure of 
the Paris Boulevards. 

There recently died in his room in 
tho Avenue Victor Hugo. Paris, 
says the T^oncion Dully Mail, an co 
centric Englishman, known to his 
intimates by tho nickname of "Mad 
Mack.” For the past seven years 
he had aimlo.'.sly wandered about 
the strcet.s of the capital, attracting 
attention by his odd drcs.s and ai»- 
pearancc. He gave largely to those 
who knew how to exploit his readi¬ 
ness to help his needy compatriots. 

His real name was John Whallcy, 
and he came from Uow'den, a suburb 
of Manchester, In 1897 ho and his 
young bride arrived in Paris on the 
evening of their wedding day, but 
the honeymoon was rudely interrupt¬ 
ed by tho sudden disappearance of 
his 18-ycar-old wifo a week after the 
tnarriago with a former admirer. She 
never c»imc back to Paris, but she 
and the man she fled with were trac¬ 
ed to South America some months 
later. 

When at last Mr. Whallcy’s rela¬ 
tives were able to find his w'here- 
abouts his mind had suflerod irrepar¬ 
able injury from the shock of his 
misfortune. The best English and 
French physicians were consulted, 
but could 4 q no good. To tho day 
of his death .his one hope was to see 
his young wife return again, and his 
one dread was to come in contact 


all disinfecting and washing. Wash 
the woodwork, furniture and floor 
with this water, all dresses before 
they are sent to the laundry, and 
dip all bedding and clothing in it be¬ 
fore sending them to the laundry. A 
weak solution of tho original solu¬ 
tion is excellent for bathing the pa¬ 
tient and for a daily mouth wash. It 
Is also valuable for bathing wounds 
and for washing the nurse’s handa af¬ 
ter tho dressing of wounds. 

A floor should never bo swept in a 
room where there is a cxjntagioiis 
disease. It should be washed with 
a cloth dippMl in borax water, so 
that no dust annoys the patient, and 
no assortment of germs are flung up 
In the air, to drift out of tho win¬ 
dow into the hall en route to fresh 
victiiTB. 

THE BABY’S MOUTH, 

Ttlanv motherB do not recognize the 
fact that a baby’s teeth should be 
cletmrd. not only as soon as they 
arrive, hut even long before—as soon 
os the baby itself arrives, In fact. 
Many a little chubby face is kept 
srrupulouBly shining with cleanliness 
on the outside—but O dear! the poor 
little mouth! It is rea.lly much 
more important to keep the inside 
of a small rhild’s mouth clean than 
Lhc outside, A dirty little face may 
mar beauty, but it does not threat¬ 
en hen nil, nnd a neglected mouth 
doe.s. 

Young children, os soon as the first 
teeth ajvpear, should be given little 
loolh-bruBlics with very soft bristles 
and should he taught to use them, 
and then watched to see that they 
always do use them. But as to in¬ 
fants. the toilet of the mouth must 
be pcrform.ed for them, and should 
never te neglected. For this prur- 
pose a little wad of sterilized ab- 
.•^orbent cotton should be used, and 
then thrown away, or rather burned. 
When tho baby has its bath tho 
mouth should, as a matter of rou¬ 
tine, he wached ^cry gently with a 
plrdcet of cotton wet in a solution 
of boracic acid, or ?ny other mild 
disinfecting liquid. If the little 
gums are soft and spongy and bleed¬ 
ing. dabbling them with tincture of 
myrrh will help them. 

The reason for all this care is the 
same reason that makes the careful 
adult use his tooth-brush scrupuloais- 
ly after each meal—namely, that 
harmful germs constantly exist in 
tho m.ouths of all of iis, even the 
healthiest, and babies, although they 
have, no tooth, are no exception to 
this rule. If their mouths are not 
kei^ clean not only arc the coming 
teeth jeopradized, but the child’s 
general condition may be lowered by 
the constant presence in the mouth, 
nnd coiiscquently the passage through 
tho system, of health-injuring mi¬ 
crobes. 

In illness a small child’s sufferings 
arc often greatly aggravated by 
parrhine of tho lii-s and tongue, and 
it is unable to tell what |ho trouble 
is. The mouths of these little pa¬ 
tients should bo constantly refreshed 
and kept moist. This can be done 
with glycerine nnd water, nnd in 
many cases whore constant drinking 
is forbidden by tho physician much 
suffering can bo avoided by keeping 
the mouth moist and comfortable by 
some such simple means. Great gen¬ 
tleness must be observed in this 
toilet of the mouth, for the baby’s 
mucous membrane Is very tender and 
easily abraded, and if it is injured 
ulcei’aticn may follow. — Youth’s 
Companion.

FORTUNES MADE ON THE 
STOCK MARKETS. 

Precautions Taken by the News 
and War Correspon¬ 
dents. 

On the very first J#y of the war 
in the for oast between Russia and 
Japan a sensation was caused by 
tho telegram which was sent from 
St. Petersburg onnouncing that there 
had been a terribfe fight off Port 
Arthur, and that fourteen Japanese 
ships had been sunk. A few hours 
later the report was denied, but In 
tho interval it is likely that many 
operators on the Continental Bourse 
had made fortunes out of the ru¬ 
mor; just ns in the same way pre¬ 
cisely, in the case of past wars In 
which European powers have been 
involved, thousands of dollars have 
been made in as mony seconds by 
those "in the know." 

In the great majority of cases 
Thefse false reports are circulated by 
interested financial magnates, and 
not by too enterprising newspapers, 
as is generally imagined. 'Hierc are 
few newspapers in tho world in these 
days, and certainly none in England 
that would deliberately fake a re¬ 
port of a battle, for the result would 
inevitably be. after the truth was 
known, to discredit the paper for the 
rest of the war. 

SIMPLE PROCESS. 

The process is, of course, simple 
enough. At the beginning of every 
war tho stock markets of the world 
are invariably in an exceedingly ner¬ 
vous state and susceptible to the 
slightest influences. When a story is 
spread of a great disaster all stocks 
nnd shares immediately fall in price. 
When the news is proved to be un¬ 
true they rise again. Anyone who 
knoAvs far certain that tho report is 
false buy.s all he can during tho 
momentary slump, and when the 
market has recovered sells off nt the 
increased prices with large profits 
to himself. Sometimes the process 
is reversed with similar results. 

Over nnd over again in history has 
this trick been i)erpctrated on a 
gigantic scale. For exajnplc, one of 
the most sensational war reports on 
record was invented for this purpose. 
It was dtming the European war at 
the beginning of the last century, 
when everybody was living in daily 
dread of Napoleon. 

AN OLD TRICK. 

About the beginning of 1814 a 
circle of individuals who had never 
previously dabbled in stock e.xchange 
matters began, in the most mysteri¬ 
ous fashion, to buy uj) all tho Gov¬ 
ernment stock that they could lay 
their hands on in I^ondon. Eventual¬ 
ly they had collected about $5,000,- 
OOO worth among them, nnd then

Says Lohdou Tit>Bits. If Bis Majes¬ 
ty were to do all the things he is 
supposed to do, and which it is speci- 
ficially laid down in the rules of the 
Constitution he must do, hie life 
would be quits unbearable: he would 
never have a minute of time for his 
own purposes, he would get no sleep, 
and he would speedily collapse. Yet, 
according to this tyrannical Consti¬ 
tution. he would-net'er die, for it is 
specially set forth that the King does 
not do so, but that the office merely 
passes from one person to another, 
llip utmost that it will ever Sidmit 
is that there may be a •'demise of 
the Crown." 

It is demanded by the Constitution 
that the King shall be present at ev¬ 
ery sitting of Parliament, and it may 
be news to some people that His 
Majesty is always supposed to be 
there. This little difficulty is got 
over by his presence being understood 
thpugh it is not actual. Tn the same 
way the King is declared to be pres¬ 
ent every day when the Law Courts 
ore sitting, in each one of the courts 
and at the same time. 

In this case it is not merely held 
that the judges represent the King; 
it is said that ho is there himself, 
and this fiction is necessary 

FOR MANY PURPOSES. 

If an ordinary pbrson were to bring 
an action against any other and did 
not attend at the courts when it 
was called on he would be promptly | 
non-suited. Hut there are hundreds | 
of actions brought every year in the j 
name of the King (“Rex”) for trans- | 
grofwions more or less serious of the 
national law, and that the State 
might never be non-suited in such a 
matter it is always understood that 
the King is there in reality. | 

Again, it is held that on no nc- . 
count must the King go about any¬ 
where. particularly to foreign parts, j 
without having a Minister of State 
in constant attemlance upon him to ; 
pre^jnt Parliamentary Bills and other ' 
matters to him for signature. There- ' 
fore, there very often Is a Minister i 
in aUendnnee. but the King and the ■ 
Government sometimes wink at this • 
little rule, and His Majesty goes I 
abroad without. | 

Nominallv_the Army belongs to the i 
King, but to this day Parliament. I 
having some past experiences of his- ' 
tory in mind, is particularly careful 
that he never owns it for more than j 
a year at a time. There are no 
“keeps” BO far as the Army is con- ' 
corned. This difficulty is arranged 
by the passing of an Army Bill once 
every year in Parliament, which sj»o- 
cially grants the Army to the King's^

Th# Constitution 
holds that it must prove or disprove 
the guilt of any man charged, and 
that then, and onl.v then, the King 
Can do what he likes with him.

A brace of Impostors of the, same 
period were Mr. and Mrs. Louthcr- 
bourg, who professed to cure nn.v dis¬ 
ease by a look or a touch. “Mr. do 
Loutherbourg,” so one advertisement 
ran, “has received a most glorious 
|K>wer from Jehovah, viz., tho gift of 
healing all manner of diseases inci¬ 
dental to the human body, such as 
blindness, deafness, lameness, cancers, 
loss of speech, palsies”; and some 
most remarkable cures were claimed 
by him, in one of which, at a word, 
a discolaled bone "flew into place 
again with a report as of a pistol.” 

Ailhaud was another^ighly success¬ 
ful humbug, whose hI.s devastated 
Europe and mad*' l^i a threefold 
baron. ‘'Napoleon.” it was facetious- 
l.v said after his death, “had killed 
his thousands, but Ailhaud his tens 
of thousands.” Br. Kattcrfelto's 
tvas a name to conjure with in the 
latter years of the eighteenth centur.v. 
He used to travel all over England 
in an enormous caravan, which he 
shared with a small army of black 
cats; and he was regarded every¬ 
where as a wizard with superhimian 
powers, until the Mayor of Shrews¬ 
bury sent him to prison as 

A ROGUr: AND A VAGABOND. 

Villars, another notorious qtiack of 
the eighteenth century, whenever a 
funeral jiassed him in the street 
would gaze sadly at it and exclaim 
in a loud voice: "Ah, if that unhap¬ 
py creature had only taken my speci¬ 
fic. he* might now be carrying that 
coffin instead of being in it.” His 
specific, the recipe for which he had 
inherited from an uncle who was pre¬ 
maturely cut o‘T, by an accident, at 
the age of a hundred, was guaranteed 
to prolong life to a century and a 
half. 

There was cxnc quack of whom 
Steele tells us. who claimed that he 
could infallibly cure cataracts “be- 
catise he had los-t an eye in the Em¬ 
peror’s service.” and as evidence of 
his powers he produced a muster-roll 
in which his name, or his alleged 
name, appeared. One man made a 
fortune, in the beginning of the lost 
century, by preaching tho virtues of 
rock-salt, and is said to have Lost 
his life by practising them. A rev¬ 
erend City rector. Dr. John Han- 
cocke, did not scruple to add to his 
stipend by curing fevers by the simple 
expedient of administering “common 
water”; and Hubert Glass professed 
to cure jwsons who had been born 
stone-blind, and forged testimonials 
and signatures in proof of his claims 
in the most unblushing manner.

One native account attributes 
the ai ark of invention to a imralytic 
old gentleman of Kyoto, some time 
before 5868, .finding his palanqiun un¬ 
comfortable, took to a little cart in¬ 
stead. Another version gives the cre¬ 
dit to an artisan of the capital, but 
tho first official application to be al¬ 
lowed to manufacture jin-riki-.<<ha (the 
classical form of the word, meaning 
lit*.*iall.v “maii-power-vehiclc”; was 
made about 5 870. 

1\’ PLACE OF HANSOMS. 

'Iho invention, however, like most 
otlfer.**, has been claimed for an Am¬ 
erican. who lived in Japan and evolv¬ 
ed the idea some three years earlier. 
tVhat really matters is that it sup¬ 
plied an easy means of transit in a 
country where men were in the habit 
of turning themselvas into beasts of 
buiden. owing to the lack of horses 
ami all mechanical moans of trans¬ 
port. For tho first railway in Ja¬ 
pan was opened barofy thirty years 
ago. Even when they came they did 
not make any great difierence to the 
growing demand for rickshaw, and by 
1890 there were in Tokio alone more 
than JO.OOO of these ve-hiclee. It was 
not imtil the Introduction of electric 
tramways that the number showed 
any sign of diminution, and they still 
play the pfti't which the licensed 
haeVney carriage fulfils in our own 
co'intry. 

STRONG PHYSIQUE. 

It used to be alleged that the life 
of a kurumaya was only worth sev¬ 
en years' purchase after he took to 
his calling, so arduous was the work. 
Certainly heart and lung disease is 
very prevalent among them, but in 
what used to be known as the Treaty 
Ports rickshaw drawing was, as a 
rule, so leiaurely a proceeding, and 
the men waxed so fat on the careless 
donations of foreigners, who forgot 
that the rate of wages in Japan was 
about a tenth of that in tlielr own 
countries, that the coolies had no ex¬ 
cuse for dying of anything but old 
age.

A^ericaa Lines Killed Over ‘Three 
Thousand Five * 
Hundred. 

The Unws of the United States com¬ 
pel the railway companies to report 
all aocidents to the Inter State C‘oti>. 
raercu Comniieeion, and thus one may 
count up a death roll' so enormous 
—even in a single year—ae to aug- 
gost u copaparison with the havoc 
of war, sayii tho London l.oader. 
Ihiring the two years and a half of 
the Hocr war 28,481 lives were loot 
under tj^e British flag fn South Afri¬ 
ca, Certainly in no year* since the 
Auicrican Govornraent undertook the 
coinpilati(Ti of th:* statistics has the 
lose of Jan from railway accidente 
npj>i'oach>d that total; but the num- 
biM* of persosiK injured each year pro¬ 
bably •rxcc'vi.s tho whole number 
wounded in the Doer war. 

ONE YEAR’S RECORD. 

During iIk* year cndi'r.g 80th June, 
821 puBsengers and 3,283 em¬ 
ploye were filled, and 6.073 pas*- 
ongers and .'<t>,f»04 employes were in¬ 
jured*. 'lh*3 PQCord, the report says, 
though no worse than that of form¬ 
er years is a disgrace to the Ameri¬ 
can people. .Some important rail¬ 
ways do not use the block system, 
and there are several that ha\e not 
.’.■et adopted the use of safety coup¬ 
lings. the time for the compulsory 
application of which has more than 
qnce been extcniled by Congrese. 

Bad as is tho report for 5 90.3, it 
is encouraging as showing improve¬ 
ment over tluut for the previous 
.vvar. In 1902 84,'> passengers were 
killed and 6,688 injured. Of the em¬ 
ployes 2,969 wore killed and .')0,.'S24 
injured. One out of every 405 em¬ 
ployes was kHlled, an3 one out <y{ 
every 24 emploiyes were injured. In 
5 901 282 passengers were killed awl 
4,988 injured. Of the employes. 3,- 
67.'i were killed and 41,142 injured. 
'Hie number of peroons other than 
passengers and employes who were 
killed in’railway accidents was .’S,- 
498, and injured 7,209, making a 
casualty Hat for the year of 61.794. 

PULLMAN CARS ESCAPE. 

Daring 13 years ended 30th June, 
1900, 86,277 were killed and 469,- 
027 injured. 

Those who can ride in the grcatceW 
luxury apparently travel in the great¬ 
est safety. Accidents to the private 
cars of millionaires are rare. The 
well-to-do American rides in the Pull¬ 
mans, as tho first-class coaches ore 
called, and these are usually placed 
at the rear end of the trains, piroto- 
ably for • the reason that there are 
more head-on than rear-end collisions. 

Head-on collisiono—that is. where 
two trains going in opposite direc¬ 
tions attempt to u» the same track 
at the seune time—are the most com¬ 
mon form of accidents. These are 
generally caused by disobedience or 
misunderstanding of orders, attempts 
to make up lost time, and occasion¬ 
ally by fogs. 

EXCVShZS MADE.'* 

In the face of the terrible figures of 
the report a strong effort has been 
made to defend American railroads 
by Slason Thompson, a well-known 
American writer. Whenever any ser¬ 
ious railway accident occurs in this 
country, says thife champion, one is 
sure to hear a good deal about the 
alleged sup^iority of foreign roads 
in th^ matter of safety. .Special em¬ 
phasis will be laid, too, on the fact 
that in the United Kingchom not a 
single life was lost in 1901 by a 
train accident. As there are nine 
or ten times as many lines of rail¬ 
road track in this country as in 
England, Scotland and Ireland i»'ut 
together, nine or ten times as many 
accidents might naturally be expect¬ 
ed here.

FORTY-MILE TRIP. 

The feats of which these men are 
capable are almost incredible. I re¬ 
member some years ago being driven 
ashore in the Inland sea during a 
typhoon. It was far beyond the 
treaty limits which then existed, and 
foreigners were not allowed to travel 
outside those liraite without special 
passports. But the mayor of the 
nearest fishing village wa.s kindness 
itself. He promised to .supply the 
best rickshaw men which the neigh- 
borficod cooild produce, so a-s to take 
us to a railway station some forty 
miles away. And he Mfit hie word, 
for the distance was covered in less 
than .six hours, includittg a halt for 
refreshments. Each rickshaw was 
drawn by two men, taixlem wise, the 
usual fashion when long distances 
have to be covered. The leaders in 
. each -went through the whole di«- 
^^ance, while the wheelers, so to 
f^BAeiak, were changed half way. I'he 
" i^ad was over a great part of the 
distance little better than n moun¬ 
tain track, and it was raining most 
of the time. b\it there was never a 
break in our progress except to al¬ 
low the coolies to take off or put on 
their clothes. 'iTiey prefer running in 
nothing but a loin cloth, and do so. 
whenever they get safely beyond the 
eye of the police, who have orders 
strictly to administer the law against 
nudity. 

The fare paid for this prolonged 
journey was. if I remember rightly, 
about seventy-five cents for each 
rickrfiaw. the extra twenty-five rents 
being a gratuity thrown in for good 
.service. I know that it purchased 
so many ble.ssings on my honorable 
bead as cannot yet be quite exhaust¬ 
ed. And having made omr farewells 
at the railway station the coolies 
started back at once for their own 
village. _

ON ENGLISH LINES 

When the matter ia presented some¬ 
what in detail it appears that while 
there were no deaths from train 
accidents in the United Kingdom in 
1901, no fewer than 135 passengers 
were killed by other aocidente: while, 
further, 511 employee and 625 “other 
persons,” mofftly trespassers, lost 
their lives. 

On the eleven roadb running out 
of Chicago, the number of 'other 
persons” killed was about the same 
(539), th€tt of employes killed 311 
(just 200 less than in the United 
Kingdom), while the number of paiS- 
sengers killed was only 16, all of 
them being victims of “odher acci¬ 
dents” as distinguished from train 
accidents.

TRAVELLING IN INDIA. 

You Must Carry Your Servants 
With You. 

Evcr.v one who goes to India to 
travel or live at hotels must have a 
personal servant, a native who per- 
forni.s the duties of vnlet, waiter and 
errand boy, and whatexer else may 
be required of him. I hi.s is a fixed 
custoni of the A'ountry, to re..sist 
which brings enclle.ss trouble to the 
traveller. 

Many of the Indian hotels expect 
the gucst.s to bring all their own 
servants, both chambenuaids and 
waiters, and Aire consequently so 
short-handed that the traveller who 
comes without them has usually to 
wait unon himself. 

On tho r.'iilways.H native servant is 
quite indi.spensable. for travellers are 
required to carry ih®-ir own bedding^ 
make their own beds and furnish 
their own towels. Ihe company pro¬ 
vides n bench to slwj* on. similar to 
those in freight cabooses. 

I'ach car has also a was^-room and 
sometimes water. Hut if the travel¬ 
ler wishes to b® .sun* of washing his 
face in the morning, ami if he is wliB 
he will »nd hi.s servant to the sta¬ 
tion-master before the train start*! 
and ask to have the water-tank filled. 
Then a Hindu witJi a goatakin full oif 
water will cli'mb to the roof of the 
car and fill it. and h.aving d(‘flcended 
will stand before the door and touefc 
his forehead every time tbc travellsj 
looks toward him till he receives e 
penny. 

At the eating-houses along the roji/f 
the servant will have to raid th« 
tables and shelves for food, and hrma 
it to the car for hia master, since »k 
waiters are provided. In odflition 
he will hire baggage-carrlera. and will 
attend to all the detfiili of catching 
trains and engaging rooms 

A good servant can be hired for 
fifteen dollars a month. Poorer 
“Vearer^.” ns thsy arc called, can h* 
jpjigaged for two or three dollam a 
{month, and expect to “fiml” theov 
selves; but the traveller must paj 
raJlwav faro for them.

uOO PEOPLE matNKI) TODEAIH 
OR DROWNEh. 

New York, June 1'.-One of the most 
appalling disasters in the h.istory of New 
York, tragic in ila immensity, dramatic in 
its episodes, and deeply pathetic in the 
tender age of most of its victims, occonred 
yeaterday in the East River, at the entra- 
nee to Long Island Sound, within diotance 
of the New Y'ork shore and within sight of 
thousands of persons, the majority oi 
wfao-i were powerlwss to give aid. 

By tbe bnrning to tbe water's edge of 
the General Slocam.a three deck excur¬ 
sion steamer, the largest in these waters, 
more than six hundred persona, the major¬ 
ity of whom were women and children, 
were burned to death or drowned by jnmp- 
ing overboard or by beiag thrown into tbe 
whirlpools of Hell Gate by the lurching of 
tbe vessel- , 

Approximately five hqndred bodies have 
boeti reoovered and cow are boing tagged 
at the morgues of Bellevue Hospital, 
Divers are still busy taking bodies from 
tbe bold of vessel which, they say. is ohok- 
ed with bodies,and hundreds who leaped or 
were thrown into the river have not been 
recovered.
